(a) A patent may hot be lbbtained though the invention Is ndtild^tically. disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the.subject rnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would tiave been obvious at the timei the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the Art to which said subject ma^tter pertains. 
Patentability shall hot be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.- 

2. Claims 1 -3 and 5 are rejected urider 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as, being unpatentabie 
over Onul(i et al. US 6,283,903. 

3. This patent teaches, conductive rubber cpmpositibns. These compositions 
incorporate the claimed rubber, see column 8 lines 48+. The relevant portion of the 
patent is column 7 lines 35+. IHere a process is described wherein the iirivulcaniziBd < 
rubber is mixed with an ionic liquid and subsequently qured. This renders obvious '■ 
applicants claims. The patent further describes the ioriic species at colurnn 9 liries 20- 
25. These species are seen to read on the claimed species. The difference between 
the patent and the claims is that there is no anticipatory example. The claims remain' 
obvious given that each of the clajmed elements is present and suggested to be used in 
combination.
